The lashes are laid on so carefully 
that they rarely break the skin, and 
the limit, 60 lashes, is seldom ad- 
ministered.

His o pponents will make no mental re- 
servations, and will have no misgivings, 
in extending congratulations to Colonel 
Jamieson. He is a citizen of the best 
type, has fairly earned and won the honor 
that has come to him, and will worthily 
represent the city in the legislature. 

The campaign was clean, as it was 
bound to be with the candidates in the 
field. The outcome leaves the parties as 
they stood before the vacancy occured, In 
that sense it was nobody's “victory”. 

The Provincial Government having 
thrown its influence in support of the La- 
bor candidate, must accept the verdict as 
an indirect rebuff. The electors declared 
that in their judgment it is advisable to 
maintain opposition membership at its 
present strength in the legislature. The 
inference has to be that, had they had the 
opportunity, they would have streng- 
thened the opposition forces. 

Capt. Bowen fought against heavy 
odds, and go feel no chagrin in having 
failed. Col. Jamieson had the advantage 
of a solidly united and enthusiastic body 
of supporters, and the active backing of 
Dominion leaders as well as of the party 
representatives in the legislature. To the 
extent to which he drew support from 
other parties, Mr. Roper took votes which 
in his absence would have gone to Capt- 
Bowen. 

Incidentally any who think that organ- 
ization does not count in elections in these 
days may study the events of yesterday 
with profit. The notion that the free and 
independent electors now ponder the is- 
sues with deliberation, take themselves to 
the polls, and vote without regard to side 
influences, is exploded. Col. Jamieson 
had built up an organization that was both 
ample and efficient. Hundreds of workers 
and scores of motor cars were at his ser- 
vice yesterday in getting out the voters. 
That helps large ‘ly to account for the re- 
sult. His opponents were really beaten 
when the polls opened. 


CANADA VERSUS RUSSIA 


During the twelve “months ending with 
Septe mber last, Great Britain brought 
Russian products to the amount of $122,- 


000,000, and sold goods there to the 
amount of $82,000,000. During the same 


year Britain sold in Canada goods to the 
value of $170,000,000, and bought from 
Canada products to the value of $254,- 
000,000. 

Russian sales in Britain were 50 per 
cent more than British sales in Russia. 
Canadian sales in Britain were 55 per cent 
more than British sales in Canada. And 
at that the balance of trade against Bri- 
tain in its dealings with Canada was less 
than it had been for a generation. In the 
preceding corresponding year we sold to 
Britain $365,000,000 worth of products 
and took only $197,000,000 in return. In 
1928 we sold Britain $436,000,000 worth 
of products and bought in return goods to 
the value of only $190,000,000, 

These figures help to explain why the 
MacDonald Government, renewed official 
relations with Russia; why Russia sold 
more products in Britain last year than in 
any post war year, and Canada less; and 
“why the Government of Great Britain 
could not accept the proposal to establish 
a tariff against Russian and other foreign 
products in favor of Canadian products. 
Sentiment counts for a good deal, but 
no country can frame its fiscal policy in 
defiance of the economic principle that im- 
ports have to be paid for with exports; 
the corollary being that it must buy large- 
fy where it hopes to sell. Britain has been 
able to trade on more nearly even terms 
with Russia than with Canada. Despite 
sentiment, Canada has been, naturally 
and necessarily, losing ground in the com- 
petition with Russia for British markets. 
What of the future? Changes made 
in the Canadian tariff at the recent ses- 
sion of parliament have substantially cut 
down the opportunity to sell British goods 
in Canada, and have correspondingly in- 
creased the advantage which Russia holds 
against Canada in bidding for the patron- 
age of British buyers. How does our Gov- 
ernment propose to make it worth Bri- 
tain’s while to do more buying in Canada 
and less in Russia? 

That is the very practical question 
which parliament ought to consider when 
it reassembles next month, if there is any 
hope that the Imperial conference next 
August will reverse the present state of 
affairs and give Canada an advantage

dian industry has been brought to the 
verge of ruin by the action of the Do- 
minion Government in allowing too many 
to engage in it. 

A limit is placed upon the number or 
weight of fish that may be taken in a 
season, in order to preserve the supply. 
But the claim is made that the number of 
licenses issued to fishermen has not been 
restricted in keeping; and that as a con- 
sequence too many canneries have been 
established and too many men have gone 
into the fishing business. 

An excessive amount of capital has 
thus been invested in the industry, increas- 
ing the cost of production, while fishermen 
cannot make wages competing with each 
other for the limited catch that is al- 
lowed. Ottawa is therefore being asked 
to cut down the number of licenses into 
proportion with the catch that can be per- 
mitted without depléting. the supply of 
fish. 

The facts being as stated, the argu- 
ment for reduction would seem to be con- 
clusive. The need for such action is no 
doubt made more urgent by the fact that 
Soviet Russia and Japan are now putting 
up a lively struggle for foreign trade in 
sanned salmon, in which trade the B. C. 
canners now participate to the amount of 
$15, 000,9 000 a year.

ANTIDOTES FOR COMMON POISONS 


Many people accidentally swallow poisons while 
mistaking them for medicine or harmless prepara- 
tions. If a person swallows a poison it is always im- 
portant to act quickly, for often a few minutes’ de- 
day may mean the loss of life. Great care should be 
exercised in keeping all poisonous substances in such 
@ way that they cannot be easily obtained or mis- 
taken for non-injurious substances, It is a good 
plan to keep all supplies of ant, rat or plant sprays 
or poisons under lock and key and out of reach of 
small children. Never put bottles of poisons in a 
medicine cabinet, and it is also a good plan to label 
the bottles “POISON” conspicuously and stick pins 
in the cork so that even in the dark one will be 
warned 

Vomiting 
other polsons 


should be induced in some and not in 

you should first try to find out the 
name of the poison, but if you cannot find ont, the 
safest plan is to induce vomiting and immediately 
send for help from a doctor or hospital. Here are 
some of the more common poisons and their anti- 
dote: 

Arsenic and Paris Green: Cause yomiting quick- 
ly, then give olive oil, butter or sweet milk and cause 
vomiting again, Follow with more milk, then give iron 
rust mixed with water. Follow this with magnesia 
and later castor oll and sweet spirits of nitre in water, 

Lead: Immediately give plenty of epsom  salis, 
using two tablespoonfuls in a glass of water. Also, 
use castor oil or eggs and milk. 

Blue vitriol or copper Use milk of magnesia or 
soapy water or give eggs, scapy water or flour mixed 
with water,

Mix raw cornstarch or flour with water 
the patient arink as much as possible, 
Give soap and water, flour and water, 


or raw eggs or milk Five minutes later be sure to 
cause vomiting. This is very important, as the mer- 
cury may be absorbed in the intestinal tract and 
cause poisoning, After vomiting give more eggs or 
milk 

Lye: Use vinegar, castor oil, lemon juice or milk. 

Carbolic Acid: Use olive oil or raw eggs followed 
by large dose of epsom of glauber salts. Flour and 
water may be used, or diluted alcohol, epsom salts, 
milk or sweet oil, and do not make the patient vomit,

Am- 
monia in water, 1 tablespoonful to a half pint of 
water, or baking soda, lime, chalk and water, or mag- 
nesia, Do not make the patient vomit. Make the 
patient drink some of these liquids every two min- 
utes, 

Phosphorus; 
permanganate 1 2-1000 solution. 
fats. Follow with strong tea 

Strychnine: Cause vomiting with mustard and 
water, and give large quantities of strong tea. 

Nitrate of Silver: Give large swallows of 
water followed by milk and vomiting. 

Prussic Acid: Give peroxid of hydrogen internally, 
or kitchen soap or soda, This is a very deadly poi- 
son, and the antidote must be given immediately, 

You will notice that in these antidotes I have 
given the most ordinary antidote you are likely to 
find at home. In cach case you should call a doctor 
or hospital and have them bring the medical antidote 
as 5000 as possible, It is a good plan to keep this 
article, a8 you may some day need it in a hurry,

The leadership of democracy 
throughout the western world faces 
an epidemic distrust. 

It has lately become a chronic 
habit to assume that taxation is a 
kind of piracy that pulls hard 


earned money out of the citizen's 
pocket and turns it over to in- 


efficient leadership that largely 
wastes it. 

We drift towards government by 
heckling! 

This is true both officially and 
unofficially. 

Those of us who stand as side- 
line commentators are under 
powerful temptation to focus our 


attention upon the weaknesses and 
to forget the strength of our leader- 
ships. 

And those of us who function 
officially in legislative bodies are 
under powerful temptation to 
heckle our administrators more and 
more and to help them less and 


less. 
The heckling function is im- 
perative in government. We could 


not get along without gadflies. ‘The 
seeming chaos that wholesale 
criticism sometimes creates is, in 
the long run, preferable to the fat- 


minded complacency that follows 
complete freedom from _ critical 
review. 


But we do not have to choose 
between the sharp alternatives of 
being chronically bilious or chron- 
ically benign, 

If, by some sort of spiritual 
chemistry, we could analyze our 
public service into its elements, we 
would, I think, be astouned by the 
unselfish devotion, the high intelli- 
gence, and the genuine expertness 
that are being brought to our pub- 
lic service. 

If we could have an accurate 
audit of the services our taxes sup- 
port and our public servants af- 
minister, I think we might find 
that, for all the burden they seem, 
our taxes are the best paying in- 
vestment we make. 

If we could set the world's 
supreme advertising genius at the 
job of explaining and exploiting the 
socially important achiévements of 
our governmental agencies, our pub- 
licly supported schools, and s0 on, 
I think we would be staggered by 
the many and magnificent contri- 
butions our public leaderships are 
making to our common life. 

It would be an interesting experi- 
ment if, for five years, let us say, 
we could restrict the enterprise of 
heckling to its norma! function, and 
begin looking for the good to be 
praised rather than for the bad to 
be denounced in public leadership,

“Three Virgins * 
Of Haworth” Fine 
Story Of Bronte 


French Writers Deal With 
English Genui in Sym- 
pathetic Manner 
The long, long story of genius has 
few more puzzling and interesting 
chapters than that which deals wita 
what went on in the rectory of 
Haworth in Yorkshire, during the 
thirty-odd years between the arrival 
of an Irish clergyman, boru Brunty 
but having early changed lus name bo 
the more elegant Broute, with his wife 
and their brood of six tiny children, 
and the death of the .ast ef the chil- 

dren, Charlotte Bronte. 

There are an indefinite number of 
chapters in this story that deal with 
the manifestation of genius in unex- 
pected places. But at Haworth, sct in 
the middle of the bleakest of bieak 
English landscapes, and with its oc- 
cupants removed from nearly all con- 
tact with the world, genius appeared 
at least twice in one family; theie 
is some reason to believe that « might 
have appeared a least one more time, 
and perhaps even a fourth. One must 
fall back upon genius to explain “Jane 
Fyre” and “Wuthering Heights.” 
Charlotte and Emily proved them- 
selves, Anne died young with one 
fairly successful] novel and a_ good 
deal of poetry to her credit, and Bran- 
well, the brother, gave every evidence 
of brilliant beginnings, but went to 
pieces through drink and women. 

None has written a more readable, 
clear and simply told history of this 
family than Emilie and George Ro- 
mieu, in “Three Virgins of Haworth, 
or The Lives of the Bronte Sisters” 
(translated from the French by Rob- 
ert Topley, Dutton and Company) 


This book is another striking example | 
of how well the French write about 


English authors and English literature. 

The Romieus have attempted to ex- 
plain the Brontes by the early loss of 
their mother, which meant that* the 
half-dozen children, shu: up in the 
loomy old house, with nothing gayer 
gaze upon than the village church- 


yard and the wild moors, never knew |

rom window, was too much engrossed 
fn his dreaming or his work—princi- 
pally the former—to love his children 
Puritanical Outlook Criticized 

The Romieus have made use of @ 
few of the Bronte letters that are 
fvailable, notably some from Charlotte 
to Heger, one in particular that is the 
peecet cry of a love-starved human 
eing. These letters appear in exactly 
the right places and never interrupt 
the steady flow of the narrative, 

There are Gallic touch> in the 
Romieu volume as, for example, occa- 
sional rebukes to Charlotte for some 
of her narrowness of mind—her ged 
Puritanical and Anglican outlook — 
but the French authors have done 
their characters and their story no 
violence, In the barest outline, the 
chapter, as has been said, is good 
enough; Charlotte's lonely survival of 
all her brothers and sisters and her 
triumphant Mterary career, when she 
could not go anywhere in London 
without being Honized as the author 
of “Jane Eyre” is in itself enough to 
make a book delightful. But the 
Romieus have done much more than 
present a skeleton; they have clothed 
the skeleton in the flesh and blood 
of scholarship and sympathy. 

In fact, one need know nothing of 
the Brontes to enjoy this book, 
should serve as an excellent intro- 
duction to the rising generation, which 
may not have heard of the three 
sisters

inevitably rich -in aptobilographical

This winter Dr. Burton, who has 
probably addressed more clubs, large 
small, in| more parts of the 
United States than any other single 
lecturer in America, is writing a 
course of lectures for small town clubs 
based on the Book League of Ameri- 
ca’s books, both modern and classic. 
More than any person, he understands 
and appreciates the honest and earn- 
est attempt of literary clubs to get 
“learning.”

William I. Case, an early physician of Hamil- 
ton: “Upon its panels are three well-marked 
spots in an upright line, where, through long 
years, the impatient callers have knocked for 
admission.

No Higher Ideal of Service 


standard of medical practice 


ANADA has a i 
C that ranks with the best in the world. No- 
where, as I said, is there a higher ideal of 


service. Nowhere are there finer schools ot 
finer specialists; nowhere is there more vitality 
in the research side of the profession and no- 
where is there a more advanced technique. And 
no country in the world has such a post-gradu- 
ate scheme as that of the Canadian Medical 
Association which sends scores of the greatest 
surgeons and specialists out from the schools 
annually across this far-flung land to bring the 
tospel of the latest advances in medical science 
to their brethren in the medical sticks, 

A few months ago there was a three-day 
meeting in Edmonton at which lectures were 
given. And one of those who attended was a doc- 
tor from away up in the Peace River country 
who had driven his automobile 550 miles over 
north country roads, mostly unbroken trail, 
making 120 miles of a detour, to attend. } 

In a recent survey made by the association 
of Canadian doctors replies showed that no 
fewer than 81.5 per cent. had taken post-gradu- 
ate courses. That, remember, included men 
thirty and forty years in practice. 

In this report—showing such a high stand- 
ard of devoted scholarship—138.4 per cent. of 
the doctors replying stated that they did not 
make “a fair living.” It was established as a 
fact that the majority of doctors were not send- 
ing sons to medical college, realizing that they 
had a chance of easier and better living in other 
ways. 

This was the situation more than a year ago. 
The survey was made before the slump. 
| Dr. Agnew told me of a doctor who had 
| not sent out a bill for months. He remarked 
| rather cynically that he was at least saving 
postage. Yet he was working ten, twelve, some- 
times sixteen hours a day without letting up, 

“Not long ago,” said Dr. Agnew, “I met in 
the west a doctor who had made a winter trip 
into the country, hiring a liveryman to do so, 
| He spent all night with the patient, but all the 
| latter could pay was $15. Yet when the doctor 
| got back he had to pay the liveryman $25 for the 
| trip. Far from receiving anything for his Jong 
| night’s work he was actually out of pocket $10 
in cash.” 

Doctors as a class may seem, on the whole, a 
Some of them are—when they 
collect, But others are having their troubles 
keeping up appearances, Rather a_ pathetic 
sidelight on the general situation was afforded 
recently by an investigation held in a United 
States state when six doctors admitted having 
padded their income tax report so that they 
might have to pay at least a small tax and thus 
avoid the humility of not qualifying for that 
class. Whether parallel cases might be found in 
Canada I cannot Say. ° 

The family physician, as distinct from the 
pecialist, has had—as a result of improved pub- 
lic health—his earning power curtailed. In the 
old days it aid that a doctor’s typhoid 
patients paid for his horse and cutter, Now 
typhoid is virtually extinct. Diphtheria has been 
reduced imum. Other epidemic 
scourges lave subdued, Not that the 
doctor is grousing because disease and death 
have been curbed by public hygiene. 

In addition there has been a growth of pub- 
lie service care and of industrial medicine 
whereby the members of public bodies and of 
plants and firms are looked after by special 
men, Will the general practitioner survive? 
We hope so. But that is a question outside the 
bounds of this article, 

To conclude, Dr. Agnew gave me, from data 
he had collected, interesting comparisons between 
what we spend on doctoring—heavy as we may 
regard doctors’ bills at times—and that spent 
on other things less essential. 

The actual annual aggregate of doctors’ fees 
in Canada is less than $50,000,000, 

But in 1929 Canadians spent on beverages of 
all kinds $149,000,000, over three times the 
amount spent on doctors, 

In that same year Canadians spent $78,000,- 
000 on tobacco and $31,000,000 on confe ctionery, 
making together a sum twice that spent on 
doctoring; $7,000,000 on cosmetics, $136,000,000 
on passenger cars and approximately $40,000,000 
on radios, 

And the total spent by Canadian 
ment was calculated at $200,000,000,
